Hon. Moses A. Safford of Kittery 


is the possessor of an old document 
which, thoug-li of no intrinsic value, 
is highjy valued by him as a curios- 
ity. 
It is on two sheets of parch- 


ment, each eleven by fourteen inches, 
and strongly 
bound together 
with 


narrowi blue ribbon, and it bears the 
signatures of two men whose names 
appear in the list of Presidents of the 
United States. 
It is the letters 


patent issued to Richard Tripe for an 
"improvement in diving 
machines", 


and was granted in 1806, some thirty 
years before the patent office was es- 
tablished as a department of the gov- 
ernment, a,iid is cf interest because of 
the -wide diffe: snce between 
it and 


similar letters new issxied, 
and of 


the invention it patented. 


One sheet is a printed form, with 


spaces left blank in the printing filled 
in with -writing-, and js as follows.;

Tripe, a citizen in the United States,

true inventor or discoverer of the 
said improvement, has paid into the 
treasury of the United States the 
sum of ?30. delivered a receipt for 
the same and presented a petition to 
fihe secretary of state signifying a 
desire of obtaining an exclusive prop- 
erty !n the 
said improvement, and 


praying that a patent may be granted 
for that purpose. These are there- 
fore to grant, according to law, to the 
said Richard Tripe, his heirs, admin- 
istrators or assigns, for the term of 
fourteen years from fche first day of 
this present month of April.

The other shoot, containing the in- 


vontor'fi specifications, is ontiroly in 
writing, and although it was written 
a full century ago, and bears the 
marks of much handling, the parch- 
ment being nearly worn through at 
the creases, most of 
the 
writing Is

clearly legible, and all at it can be 
deciphered by the aid of a good mag- 
nifying glass. It reads as follows: 


"The "Schedule referred 10 in these 


Letters Patent, and making part of 
the same, and containing a Descript- 
ion in the words of the said Richard 
Tripe 'himself of his Improvement in 
a Diving machine * * * 


''To prevent the exhausting of the 


air, and to preserve its weight, re- 
sistance and elasticity entire for any 
given 
period, which by ordinary 


means could not have been effected, 
a pipe, tube or cylinder of from 3-4 
to 1 1-2 inch Diameter, which extend- 
ing any distance above the surface of 
the water, ito answer emergencies as 
it respects depth of water, must pass 
the outer edge of the machine, when 
immersed, and pass into the same 
near the top. where a cock is placed 
to introduce or impede the current at 
air. 
On 'the gondola, 
which 
sus- 


tains the whole machine, a pair of 
large Bellows are connected, whose 
nose or Snout is inserted into the air- 
pipe, the upper end of which is made 
fast with a proper cap or stopper, 
which (Bellows) when worked force 
the air down in such 
quantities 
as 


not only to supply the Divers 
with 


air in 
sufficiency 
for purposes 
of 


breathing but a'Iso to expel the whole 
mass of water from the inside of the 
machine when the machine is 
car- 


ried to the bottom, proper 'weights 
being attached thereto for that pur- 
pose. The machine is constructed of 
wood, hooped" with iron, and the in- 
troduction of light is 
effected 
by 


sheets or squares of tempered glass 
inserted into the sides of the ma- 
chine. The machine is hoisted 
or 


lowered by means of a main fall 
which fastens to a crob or capstan 
on the gondola, passes through the 
top of the frame and is made fast to 
the said machine. 
Signal lines are 


extended from the insi-de of the ma- 
chine to the surface of the water, or 
to any other distance. 
To keep the 


machine stationary. Iron 
and 
rope 


Braces are made fast to the top of 
the machine and extend to the gon- 
dola, or to any distance 
above 
it. 


The tuibe or pi^o from the inside of 
the machine >to two or three feet on 
the outside, is constructed 
of hard 


metal, the remainder of thick water- 
proof leather, 


Richard Tripe.

Although not very distinctly 
sta- 


ted, it is apparent that -what Tripe 
claimed (to have invented was not the 
diving bell or diving "machine." but 
a method of supplying air to diving 
bells i» unlimited quantity and for 
any length of time, by forcing it down 
from above the surface of the water 
through a flexible pipe. If this- con- 
trivance had never been thought ou't 
or used before Tripe's time—and it is 
evident that if it had been, neither 
President Jefferson nor his secretary 
of state and successor in the presi- 
dential chair, James Madison, both of 
whom were well read men, had ever 
heard of ft—then Tripe -was 
real'ly 


the inventor of the most important 
improvement ever made in apparatus 
for under water operations, and'ivhich 
is the most important feature of the 
submarine armor of the preser.'t day? 
tor the substitution of the air pump 
'."or his "large bellows", and of rub- 
ber hose for bis "tube, or 
'pipe of 


thick water proof leatiher," is mere- 
ly a matter of constructive detail in- 
voU ing no change othoinuse 


As to diving- bells or "machines" 


for under water work, they had been 
used long before Tripe's time. The 
encyclopedias tell us that a -crude 
affair of the kind was exhibited 
at 


Toledo. Spain, in 1538; and Dr. Hal- 
ley's diving; bell, used 
in 
Iffngland 


about 172ft, was of wood, loaded with 
load on its lower edge, and the div- 
ers were supplied ' w i t h air by means 
of casks fillod with it 
nnd 
heavily 


loaded '\vilh load being let down.wiit'h 
tho 'bnng'holo downward, the cask af- 
ter Betting below tin? diving bell be- 
ing rolled over bung up, allowing tho. 
air to escape from the cask through 
a hose into the bell. The .form of div- 
ing boll in use from the beginning of 
the Ifist century until the diiving bell 
was superseded by submarine armor 
—a oast iron box four or . five fool 
square and without a 
bottom—was 


first used by tho celebrated English 
engineer Smeaton. for tho work 
in 


Riinsgato harbor in 1788; this was 
tho form <.f bell thn't was to ibo soea 
at the several United 
States 
navy 


yards up to a comparatively recent

people from the 'slums' have 
been 


transferred to them. There are at 
present but three colonies, one each 
in Ohio, Colorado and California, hav- 
ing a tota.1 of but 530 people.

bouses in our various cities, furnish 
ing beds at the rate of ten and fif 
teen cents a night. 
Reliable infor- 


mation from a large number of typi- 
cal American cities indicates that the 
system of cheap lodging houses con 
ducted by the army have all the de 
fects of the poorest df, the; privately 
owned lodging houses and few if an:. 
advantages over them.

TO DO FOR FROSTED FEET 


Chilblain in Nature of a Burn and 


Must Be Treated as Such—Some 


Remedies. 


Before going to bed. rub in snow 


br ice v.-ater, and apply the compound 
resin ointment made by all druggi&ts. 
with a very little turpentine added. Or 
bathe the feet in very hot (as hot. as 
can be borne) soapy water, for half 
an- hour, dry well, then put on the 
affected parts all the turpentine they 
will absorb, heating oefore the fire. 
Or, grease the parts well with rabbit 
fat, heating it in. 


The following is said to cure the 


worst cases in a very short time: 
Mutton tallow and lard, of eacn three- 
fourths pound; melt in an iron kettle 
and add hydrate oxide of iron, two 
onucp.s. stirring continually with an 
iron spoon until the mass is a uui-

Griddle cakes are much more easily 


and quickly baked if made iu one of 
the low round can-shaped dishes tur- 


with a good-sized spout through 


which they can be poured, instead of 
spooned out. 
All griddle calces are 


uioer if mixt-d and kepi over night to 
Jet the flour have a chance to swell. 
In doing this way the whites of eggs, 
soda, or baking powder should he add- 
ed in the morning. 


A new flavor in coffee may be se- 


cured by steaming it instead of boil- 
ing. 
Choo*e a new tin coffee ptit. 


which should be kepi for this purpose. 
Mix the coffee with while of egg as 
usual, using 'he finely ground kind 
and pouring boiling water on it. 
Sft 


it in the top of the tea kettle or in 
the top of the inside part to a pudding 
boiler, and let it steam from ten to 
2u minutes. 


Veal cutlets or .slices of cold meat to 


be warmed over are good dipped in 
a batter instead of kneaded. 
Use a 


pint of sifted Hour, beating it into the 
yolks of two eggs, adding alternate- 
ly with the flour four tablespoonfuls 
of olive oil. Add salt, enough cold 
water to make it like a butter batter 
and the beaten whites. Parboil the 
meat first if it has nor already been 
cooked and fry as fritters or in a 
'rying pan. 


To make cream pastry add an even 


tablespoonful of baking powder to a 
pint of sifted flour and acid sweet 
cream enough to wet the flour, leaving 
he crust a little stiff. 
This will make 


enough for two pies. If a richer paste 
s wanted, spread witht butter when 
rolling out. A pretty substitute for 
he sugar which some people scatter 
over the top of a pie is to take from 
he oven when nearly done and brush 
t over with what is known as 
a 


pastry frosting. 
First brush it over 


with the -white of an egg beaten light. 
Sprinkle with granulated sugar aid a 
few drops of water and return to the 
oven a few minutes to set. The oven 
should be cool enough so that it will 
only tinge faintly with brown. 


Chicken suspected of not being ten- 


der should be put into cold water to 
which you have added a tablespoonfui 
of vinegar. 
Let the water just come 


to a boil, take the chicken out and 
stuff and put immediately in the oven 
for roasting.—Chicago Tribune.

To Curl Ostrich Plumes.

store the curl by knife or scissors or 
any sharp-edged instrument. These cut 
the fibers and leave your lap bestrewn 
with particles of the phimo. Let the 
implement be smooth and blunt along 
the edges—an ivory paper knife is very 
good. The task is a little more tedious 
by this method, but the re.Milt is inure 
satisfactory and the feather is not cut 
to pic-cos.

As fur is an expensive article

things will spoil it— damp aud moth. 


To guard agaiitsi th«- rirs« never put

been exposed iu the- rain ii should be 
tlrie.l before- »h<- fliv. care being taken 
not to hold it i<*u close.

An-

In winter the necessity arises 
for 


selecting new furs, or cleaning 
and 


altering (hose that have 
been 
laid 


away or aside during the 
summer 


months. 
If redyeiug or remodeling is 


necessary the work should be done as 
early in the season as possible. 
It 


sometimes happens that furs have a 
disagreeable odor, owing to tne insuf- 
ficient curing of the skin. 


Iu cases of this kind a furrier should 


be consulted who will be able to give 
reliable advice on the 
matter. 
In 


choosing furs cheap articles should be 
avoided, as they soon look shabby, the 
dye often showing marks which leave 
.no doubt iu the mind of the unfor- 
tunate buyer that her 
bargain 
has 


been an unprofitable one. 


A sure test, of what fur dealers call 


a ''prime" fur is the length and densi- 
ty of the down next the skin. This 
can readily be determined by blowing 
a current of 
air 
from 
the 
mouth 


against the sot of the fur. 


If the fiber opens readily, exposing 


the skin to view, reject the article; 
but if the fur is so dense that the 
breath cannot penetrate it, then the 
article may be bought. 


By thus exposing the skin to view 


it is also possible to decide whether 
a set of furs is genuine, or only imita- 
tion. 


To preserve furs from the ravages 


of moths they should 
be 
removed 


every month from the drawer or ward- 
robe or trunk in which they are kept, 
and after being beaten well with a 
small cane should be exposed for some 
time to the fresh air. Very 
strong 


pepper is sometimes used to preserve 
furs from moths, scattering it plenti- 
fully over the fibers. 


If carefully wrapped in brown paper, 


or placed in brown paper bags, furs 
will not be touched by moths. Sprink- 
ling with allspice is sometimes resort- 
ed to as well as placing camphor in 
muslin bags against the fur. 


Russian leather, tobacco 
leaves. 


shavings of cedar wood, or anything 
strongly aromatic, if placed in boxes 
where furs are kept, act as preserva- 
tives against the ravages of moths. 


A piece of linen, moistened 
with 


turpentine, and put into the drawers. 
trunks, or wardrobe for a single day 
two or three times a year is also suf- 
ficient preservative against moths. 


For a pleasant perfume and pre- 


ventive 
take 
of 
cloves, 
caraway 


seeds, nutmeg, mace, cinnamon and 
tonquln beans of each an ounce; then 
add as much florentine orris root as 
will equal the other ingredients put 
•ogether. 
Grind the whole 
well 
to 


powder, and then put it in small bags 
unong furs or clothes.— Chicago Inter 
Ocean. 


HOUSE CARE OF PALMS. 


Be Sure Drainage Is Good and Boom 


Warm Enough—How Much 


Water Needed. 


There is not much danger of keeping 


a palm too wet if the pot has good drain- 
age, and is not in too cold a room. 
When watering it should be given wa- 
ter enough to wet the ball clear through, 
and this can only be done by standing 
the pot or box in a.vessel of water, the 
water reaching nearly to the top of the 
pot or box, and leaving it there until 
the surface soil appears well wet. 
If 


I be drainage of the pot is good, any ex- 
cess of the water will quickly drain 
away, but if the drainage is poor, the 
soil will be apt to become soggy and 
cause the roots to be unhealthy or inac- 
tive. The pot should not be left in a 
iar<liniere with an accumulation of wa- 
her in it. If good drainage is afforded. 
ihc soil can be fully saturated and then 
k-ft until it appears or feels dry, then 
-.oaked again. The temperature of the 
ordinary living room is about right for 
he palm, and it should have a good, 
stroiiR light—not necessarily sunshine; 
the foliage should be often showered 
with clear, tepid water in order to re- 
move the dust, or any insects, though a 
lealty palm is not often troubled by 
insects. If allowed to dry out too often 
the tips or the leaves will turn brown 
The best kinds for the window gardes 
lire the Kentias, Areca, Filifera and La- 
tunia Borbouica. though many others 
will do equally as well if given the prop- 
er care.—The Commoner. 


Pineapple Custard. 


Make smooth three tablespoonfuls of 


flour with one of buttor and stir into a 
quart of (tolling milk; have ready tho 
boaten yolks of eight eggs, add to them 
two-thirds of a cupful of sugar and turn 
Into tho milk, stirring continually for 
three minutes; add. when cold, a cupful 
nf chopped pineapple and four table- 
spoonfuls of lemon juice; cover with a 
meringue of the whites of the eggs and 
four dessprt spoonfuls of powdered 
sugar; brown lightly In (he oven.

report of a lynching causes surprise 
thoughtful citizens will not cease to 
fear the spread of that dangerous 
spirit which is responsible for them.
